A long dispatch bearing on the 
Jenkins case, it was learned to- 
night, has been received at the Mex- 
ican embassy and was being de- 
coded today for presentation to the 


‘ — 
De Refusal Is Expected. 


While authoritative information 
as to the attitude of the Mexican 
government was lacking, all indi- 
cations here pointed to. a technical 
refusal to order the release of Jen- 
kins. Since his arrest, it was 
learned, additional charges against 
the American fficia] ave »een for- 
mulated, based upon the alleged evi- 
dence that he actively assisted per- 
sons in rebelling against the Car- 
“Tanza government. Payment of a 
large sum of money to the reb- 
els, which was used by them to pur- 
chase munitions, and acting in col- 
lusion with rebel leaders, are said 
to be specific “counts” in the new 
indictment. 

What was regarded as a hint of 
Mexico’s position in the Jenkins 
case was noted in an article pub- 
lished by the Mexican newspaper, 
Excelsior, a copy of which reached 
Washington today. The paper stated 
specifically that Jenkins’ second ar- 
rest was based upon charges that 
»he actively assisted the rebels. 
| Certain Sum of Money. 

The “certain sum of money” 
which Jenkins is accused of deliver- 
ing to the rebels consisted of 300,000 
pesos he was compelled to pay as 
ransom to Frederico Cordova, the 
rebel whose forces kidnaped him. 
The collusion charge is based on 
the fact that Jenkins agreed to pay 
the rebel leader the ransom in or- 
der to save his life and gain his 
liberty. 

Contrary to custom in Mexican 
eourts, the proceedings in the Jen- 
kins case on the occasion of his 
second arrest were marked with 
the utmost secrecy. Jenkins was 
summoned to court where he was 
placed under arrest. His plea for 
bail was refused by Judge Gonzales 
Franco “on account of the gravity 
of the offense.” In every particu- 
lar the proceedings were secret and 
eourt attaches were warned that 
they would be dismissed and other- 
wise punished if any facts relating 
to the case reached the public.

Someone claiming to have ‘the 
news from press reports had ‘the 
speaker called to the telephone by 
the message that President Wilson 
had just died and that he was want- 
ed on the long-distance telephone 
from Washington, 

So shocked was he by the mes- 
Sage that he was speechless for a 
moment, then muttered, “I cannot 
believe it.” The audience felt that 
something dreadful had happened 
and waited anxiously to be  in- 
formed. Then C. J. Haden, who had 
been calle& to the door from the 
Stage by a police officer and who 
had interrupted Mr. Marshall to 
give him the report, said: 

“News has just been 
from Washington that 
Wilson is dead.” 


PEOPLE 
DAZED. 


A pall swept over the audience 
such as has rarely been seen in At- 
lanta or elsewhere. The news.was 
too stunning to be credited and the 
people seemed almost dazed. 

Finally Mr. Marshall lifted up his 
bowed head and said with the deep- 
ést emotion. 

“I cannot take up the burden of 
the great chieftain unless every pa- 
triotic man in the country helps 
me,” 

Organist Charles A. Sheldon, Jr., 
then began softly playing the 
Strains of _ “Nearer, My God, To 
Thee.” Men were speechless and 
women burst into tears. 

He then left the stage to answer 
the supposed telephone call, while 
yovernor Dorsey, Mayor Key, Judge 
Price Gilbert, of the supreme court, 
a number of prominent military of- 
ficers, including General Richard- 
son and other notables, remained in 
their seats on the stage hoping that 
in some way the feport might be 
proved untrue. | 

In any event, however, it was evi- 
dent that it was useless to try to 
go on with the meeting. The shock 
of such news as that, even though 
false, made it equally impossible for 
Mr. Marshall to speak or the audi- 
ence to listen. Word went out from 
Governor Dorsey to find a preacher 
to dismiss the audience. The Rev.

and the Omega’? I believe in 
Christ as God because of what He 
was and what He did. 

The Eternity of Christ. 

“What does the text signify? 
First, the eternity of Christ. I do 
not think of Christ as I do of the 
centuries of time, but as of the 
endless ages which astronomy re- 
veals and before which Christ was. 

“It further signifies the power 
of Christ. Human power is limit- 
ed. It is not equal to all emergen- 
cies. It achieves some things, but 
more often its aircastles fall un- 
builded about the life. Not so Christ. 
He is equal to all emergencies. 

“The text signifies that Christ is 
all in all, everywhere, in every- 
thing. We can see Him if we will 
in the sunshine and the flowers. He 
lives in the Bible, which is not 66 
books, but one book; which is not 
a message of 15 centuries, but a 
message for all centuries. 

Supply of World’s Needs. 

“Christ is the supply of the 
world’s need,. And the world is 


prejudiced. Christ is its 
Buddha said ‘Seek oblivion,’ 
Mahomet said, ‘Keep the law and 
spread its influence with the 
sword.’ Confucious said ‘Worship 
your ancestors. But Christ said 
‘Come unto me and I will give you 
rest.’ ”’ 

The bishop pictured in closing 
the return of the old Roman con- 
qguerors, and from it drew an il- 
lustration of the triumph of 
Christ, closing with an appeal for 
complete consecration.

Was in Paris to Sign 
Protocol— French Ed- 
itors Credit Action to 
United States Senate’s 
Course. ~ | 


Pars, Novmber 23.—The departure 
of Herr von Simson, the German 
plenipotentiary, who wag sent to 
Paris in connection with the proto- 
col to the peace treaty, will delay 
final signature until December 1, 
and will also delay the enforcement 
of the teratry, according to The 
Presse de Paris. 

“What is the significance of the 
departure of Herr von Simson for 
Berlin?” asks the evening edition of 
La Presse de Paris. “The reasons al- 
leged by the German diplomat are 
by no means conclusive. Why 
should it be necessary to consult 
the national assembly on the terms 
of the protocol, which have been 
known since the beginning of the 
month? sd 

Maneuver of Germany. 

“Tt must be; therefore, a mManéuver 
of Germany, wishing ‘to exploit the 
American senate’s hesitation; but 
such a move is condemned fo failure 
in advance, and the supreme council 
is about to meet it. Furthermore, 
it must be repeated that the Berlin 
Sovernmer : _ 
ésts demand prompt application of 
the treaty of Versailles.” 

The Temps’ editorial takes the 
same line. 

“Germany,” says this editorial. 
“has just struck a coup de thea- 
tre. We ask her explanation, Ger- 
many has been insisting for five 
months that the treaty enter into 
foree. A German mission arrived 
Tuesday to make the final arrange- 
ments. The allies decided Thurs- 
day that the treaty should be put 
in force December 1. The mission 
left Saturday without signing any- 
thing or indicating a date for its 
return. 

“Are there not men in the Ger- 
man government, or about it, who 
seek to bring up the question of 
peace again under the pretext that 
the American senate has not rati- 
fied the treaty?” 

The possible effect on the pro- 
posed Franco-American and Anglo- 
French military convention of the 
American senate’s failure to rati- 
fy the treaty is commented upon 
editorially. 

Danger Seen for France. 

La Presse de Paris publishes a 
L’iciair editorial, which says: 

“The failure of the United States

“The making of peace is no more 
a party question than was the mak- 
ing of war. The American people, 
without regard to party, stood be- 
hind the war until the dawn of vic- 
tory.

Planning to Open 


Offices Over State 


Albany, Ga., November 23.—(Spe- | 


cial.)—With definite offices and a 
paid executive, the Municipal League 
of Georgia started business in Al- 
bany Saturday to develop water pow- 
ers of Georgia. Theobject of league 
is to protect the cities of Georgia 


from unjust legislation in respect 
to aid in 
economy and efficiency and to de- 
velop the water powers of the state 
under a state commission so they 
may be owned and operated by the 
towns and cities for lighting, heat- 
rs: and manufacturing purposes. 

t is claimed that under this sys- 


that Georgia can become one of the 
greatest manufacturing states of 
the world, owing to her abundant 
resources in water power, and that 
people living in towns and cities 


homes and cook, which is practical- 
ly prohibitive under the present 
ssytem of electrical supply. 

Under a state commission and 
municipal ownership it is claimed 
that it will also be practical to fur- 
nish hydro-electric power to the 
farmers of Georgia to light and heat 
their homes and run their light ma- 
chinery for the nominal sum of 
about $25 a year to the average 
farmer. It is known that Georgiz 
has over two million horsepower 
tide up in the force of her water 
courses, and that during the last 
twenty years only about two hun- 
dred thousand horsepower has been 
developed. At this ratio it will re- 
quire over two hundred years to de- 
velop the water power of the state. 

The Municipal league hopes to ac- 
complish this work in from five to 
twenty years and to put Georgia in 
a position not only to bid for the 


' big manufacturing of the world, on 


aceount of cheap power, but to make 
life on the farms of Georgia a de- 
light as well as a profit. M. W. Tift, 
mayor of Albany, is president of 
the league, and John W. Greer. of 
Moultrie, executive secretary. The 
league has decided to open offices 
in several cities of the state, the 
first one to be opened in Albany. It 
is proposed also to open offices in 
Augusta, Athens, Atlanta, Colum- 
hus, Macon, Rome, Savannah and 
Waycross and perhaps other towns.

In the outset of her remarks the 
speaker told of the part played by 
Ireland in the eat war, 278,000 of 
her men enlisting in the British 
army and navy. aside from those of 
Irish birth in other countries. Six 
and one-half per cent of her sons 
were in the ritish navy, a per- 
centage equivalent to 6,500,000 
Americans, population taken into 
consideration. Thirty-eight. per 
cent of the man-power of Ireland 
entered the war. 

At this juncture she said the 
young leaders began to realize that 
the race was in danger and demand- 
ed that the remnant left at home be 
conserved, although this gave rise 
to criticism and misinterpretations. 

t of conditions immediately 
growing out of the war rose the 
new republic, said the feminist lead- 
er, being established by more than 
two-thirds vote in the general elec- 
tions of last December, when, with 
all but two of the leaders in jail, 
the Sinn Fein party swept the 
country. 

Deals With Ula«ter Problem. 


She also dealt at some length 
with the Ulster problem, and as- 
sérted that it was not as great as 
the opposition faced by our own 
George Washington from the loyal- 
ists. She cited election figures to 
show comparative strength of the 
loyalist party and the Sinn Fein.’ 
The loyalists polled 176,652 votes; 
the Sinn Feins voted 198,485; the 
Redmond party got 92,962 votes, 
but she said this party has now 
joined the Sinn Fein. 

Turning to the subject of taxa- 
tion and education, she declared that 
Ireland was taxed $45 per capita 
to maintain British militarism, and 
that in turn $2 per capita were 
spent on her education, while the 

nited States spends annually $14 
er capita on the education of thé 
ndians within her borders. 

She sketched the Ireland of today 
as “drab, Anglicized, isolated and 
humiliated,” and as it is going to 
be, based on the ancient Brehon 
law and a parliamentary system 
which existed before the days of 
Christ. 

She stated that her own study of 
this old democratic system which 
is only now being made fully ac- 
cessible to the public, has made her 
confirm the statement of the great 
Chesterton that its revival would 
be for the salvation of western Eu- 
rope. 
During the course of her speech 
Miss Hughes turned to the table on 
the stage and picked up from it the 
flag of the new Irish republic which 
she displayed to the audience.

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BY LABOR CONVENTION 


Chicago, November 23.—Glenn E, 
Plumb. was enthusiastically recevied 
today by the national labor party 
convention when he presented his 
plan for the nationalization of the 
railroads of the country. When he 
appeared on the platform, several 
hundred delegates from railway 
labor organizations marched about 
the hall shouting: “We want the 
Plumb plan now.” 

After the greeting, Attorney 
Plumb asserted that after spending 
considerable time in Washington 
during the last two years, it felt 
good to talk to = plain, 
sense Americans. 

The first step in the adoption of 
his plan, he declared, was “to 
change the faces of our representa- 
tives in congress.” His method of 
control, he said, would reduce 
freight rates 40 per cent and there- 
by would help to reduce the high 
cost of living. The system was 
defined by him as a profit-saving 
rather than a profit-sharing plan. 

The resolution committee today 
was advised by a number of dele- 
gates from. farmers’ organizations 
that any déclaration against prohi- 
bition probably would alienate the 
support of the agricultural bodies. 

Inability of the committee to 
agree on several important ques- 
tions led to a division of the body. 
Twenty-eight members were as- 
signed to draft a resolution which 
would call for the release of all 
class war and political prisoners 
while five members were to prepare 
the new party’s platform and othe 
resolutions. 

Beecher Moore, organizer of the 
non-partisan league in Wisconsin, 
told the delegates that a union of 
farmers and the workers in the 
cities was practical but added: “You 
will have to show the farmer that 
it is to his interest to join hands 
with you in your new party before 
you can get his support.” 

William English Walling, of the 
social democratic league, said the 
organization of a natitonal labor 
party would mean true _ industria) 
democracy. 

“You have chosen an opportune 
time to launch this movement,” he 
said. “For the first time in the 
history of this country the inherent 
right of labor to strike has been 
challenged. Labor cannot advance 
by economic action alone. You 
must organize for political action. 
No power of the government, of cap- 
ital or of the press, can prevent 
labor from obtaining its fair share 
of the wealth it creates.”

It is easy to picture the little 
child of long ago who used to chant 
this old rhyme, lying in the great 
four-poster and looking up at 
finely pleated canopy and quaint 
valauce. Beds were stately, dig- 
nified affairs in those days, chal- 
lenging the imagination and giving 
sleep a certain air of ceremony. 


One of the best things our mod- 
ern furniture makers have done is 
to reproduce these old four-posters, 
modified in size to the smaller 
rooms of today and generally lack- 
ing the canopy, which is supplied 
in many cases by the purchaser. 
The fortunate person who has had 
a real four-poster handed down to 
her ought to have the _ gspacious 
house, high ceilings and _ great 
Square rooms handed down with. it. 


Among these, new adaptations of 
the idea there Bre single beds and 
twin beds in mahogany, with slen- 
der posts which are not out of pro- 
potrion to the average apartment 
or small house. One or two firms 
make them in the unfinished wood, 
So that they may be painted or 
stained, as desired. 


The four-poster isn’t beyond the 
reach, either, of the woman who has 
the remodelling bee in her bonnet. 
I know a woman who had an old 
black walnut wooden bedstead. Some 
old black walnut things are good, 
but this one wasn’t. It had a head- 
board covered with black walnut 
pin-wheels, and a slightly lower 
footboard adorned with the same. It 
seemed hopeless, yet the shane oi 
it was all right, and the wood itself 
was beautiful where it was allowed 
to show. So she called in Friena 
Carpenter, had the headboard sawed 
off level and then cut away at each 
end in a simple curve, removed the 
footboard altogether, and had four 
well-turned posts mounted on the 
legs.

The most striking success report- 
ed is that of “The Fox TrotjKings 
of Paris,’ as they term themselves, 
Gerald Kiley, who drove the Chi- 
cago Press Club ambulance, and 
Harold Fitch, of St. Paul, who wus 
at the wheel of one of Mrs. W. K. 
Vanderbilt’s ambulances and later 
went to the front. 

Kiley and Fitch, the former said, 
got their start over here when the 
wife of an American banker in 
business here “pressed 500 francs 
on us” when they played in a three- 
man jazz band at a dance she gave. 
They organized a Wilson Welcome 
ball at a leadjng hotel when the 
president arrived in Paris and net- 
ed more than 10,000 francs on the 
affair. This success, they said, they 
often duplicated at “The Dixie club” 
dances they organized with an ad- 
mission charge of 20 francs a per- 
son. 

Knowing that “good things” must 
not be overworked, the men took 
over the ice-cream making equip- 
ment of the Y. M, C..A., which has 
a capacity of a thousand gallons an 
hour and late in October began 
wholesaling “Dixie ice cream,” cut- 
ting the market price 50 to 100 per 
cent. They said they invested 100,- 
000 francs in the venture.

MEDICAL EXAMINATION 
IN GRIFFIN SCHOOLS 


Griffin, Ga., November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For the first time in the his- 
tory of public schools in this city 
a systematic medical examination 
of all the pupils is in process, 
school authorities being finally con- 
vinced that such examination has 
become one of the essential fea- 
tures of proper scholastic training. 
The present examination is being 
conducted by the city health officer 
and an efficient Red Cross nurse. 
The expense is being borne jointly 
by the city and the local chapter 
of the American Red Cross. 

So far, it is understood, a large 
majority of the pupils examined 
have failed to pass. It is also un- 
derstood that the Spalding -county 
school authorities wil be next to 
take up investigation of the phys- 
ical condition of school children, 
the county board being alive and 
active in the application of all ap- 
poved methods which tend toward 
better and more thorough educa- 
tion.

Viadivostok Revolt 


Viadivostok, Friday, November 
21.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Deepest gratitude to “our noble al- 
lies for the services they have ren- 


dered,” ard to “the allied soldiers, 
who protected the property and the 
dignity of the Russian state,” was 
expressed by General Rozanoff in 
the namie of the government in a 
proclamation which dealt with the 
recent attempted revolution. 

The official news agency also is- 
sued a note of thanks to “the allies, 
and particularly the Japanese, for 
services to the Russian cause:” The 
note added that Admiral Fedeoro- 
vitch had stated that a Japanese 
warship had aided the Russian flo- 
tilla. ‘ 

Admiral Kawahara took exception 
to the statement and declared that 
the Japanese naval forces had con- 
formed to their attitude of strict 
neutrality. The Japanese press bu- 
reau also asked for a correction of 
the statement that the allies, and 
especially the Japenese, had aided 
the government forces in the over- 
throw of the rebels. 

General Rudolph Gaida, Czecho- 
Slovak commander and leader of 
the revolutionary forces, who was 
wounded during the fighting, said 
in an interview that the movement 
was purely of the people. 

“Its supporters,” he said, “were of 
the Russian democratic classes and 
its leaders including members of the 
ezar’s duma, three figures in the 
Kerensky government and many 
young Russian officers. That itavas 
not bolshevik, its records and its 
leaders’ program, outlined to the 
people, is all the proof that is nec- 
essary.” 

“T used every effort within my 
power to prevent fighting,” he de- 
clared. “I believe we would have 
won had not Japanese troops pre- 
vented our sending out raiding par- 
ties from the railway station.”

MURDER CONFESSION

The steamer McIntosh later passed 
through wreckage of the Myron 
close enough to throw lines to sev- 
eral men clinging to the cabin. The 
men had life preservers on and were 
calling for help. This attempt at 
rescue also failed. 

The Myron is the third vessel 
swallowed up by storm-driven Lake 
Superior in the last two weeks. The 
other two were the H. E. Runnels 
and the John Owen, the latter with 
the loss of her crew of twenty-two 
men.

perished but saved twenty babies 
which were in a nursery room of 
the dance hall. While those in at- 
tendance were fighting like beasts 
on the one exit, a narrow stairway 
to the side street, the relatives from 
the street were attempting to fight 
their way up to rescue members of 
their family, mothers seized babies 
and hurled them over the heads of 
the struggling mass of men, women 
and children, to the outstretched 
arms of men below. 

Some who were snatched from the 
fighting heap at the foot of the 
Stairs died in the hands of men car- 
rying them high over the heads of 
the crowd in the street. 

The fire originated in the rear of 
Martin’s grocery store in one corner 
of the Deville building on the lower 
floor when an oil stove exploded. 
While a packed moving picture 
theater was running in the same 
building, a cool-headed leader in-/) 
structed the crowd to depart order- 
ly. None of these was injured. 

Trampled by Surging Mob. 

The flames spread so rapidly that 

soon the entire lower floor of the 


building was ablaze before warning 
was given the dancers. The three 
hundred persons in the dance hall, 
which occupied the entire second 
story of the building, were seized 
with panic and rushed pell mell to 
the only aoor which led to the 
stairway down the side, 

The younger and weaker were 
trampled down by the surging mob 
which screamed and fought. In the 
fight on the stairway those who 
came from the street dragged down 
many as they snatched at the flee- 
ing who had succeeded in climbing 
abuve others, 

Several who did not rush into the 
stairway jam escaped through ‘the 
windows to a roof over the street 
and made their way to safety by 
climbing down the posts or leaping 
into arms of eager men who had 
jammed the street below. 

Calis for Doctors and Nurses. 

Calls for fire-fighting equipment 
and for doctors and nurses were 
sent to neighboring towns. People 
rushed from the country to assist, 
and some were in time to aid the 
firemen, who were handicapped by 
the mob-jammed street. The De- 
ville building and a barber: shop 
were destroyed before the flames 
were under control 

The Opelousas, La., motor fire 
truck arrived after a run of 45 min- 
utes over a rough country road of 
18 miles. At Eunice, La., a fire ap- 
paratus and two hundred men were 
on a special train when they were 
stopped by the news that the fire 
had been checked. 

Surgeons and nurses from Eu- 
nice, Bunkie and other towns. beyan 
arriving last night in automobiles, 
and have been at work ever since.

The votea in the senate on Wed- 
nesday demonatrate that if the prea- 
ident had been willing to face the 
unpleasant fact that the treaty 
eould not be ratified without reaer- 
vations and had given his permia- 
sion to the democratio senators to 
negotiate with the mild reserva- 
tioniste among the republicans the 
aupportersa of the treaty could have 
formed a majority, controlled the 
parliamentary situation and secured 
& ratification with reservations 
much milder than those imposed by 
the solid republican vote, 

Mr, Wileon should not charge Mr. 
Lodge with reaponsibility for the 
situation, for it ta of hie own mak- 
ing, We may differ widely from Mr, 
Lodge as to the necéssity or wis- 
dom of the reservations he inaisted 
on and of those he voted for, and 
we may eriticlae the evident hoas- 
tility to Mr, Wilaen that canactour- 
ly or unconsciously affected Mr.

THE DANGER OF HBING ALIVIN 
(11) OUR FRIENDS, 
Typhold fever, the public health 
authorities assure ua, ia a filth dis- 
ease. Every individual who con- 
tracta typhoid fever has in some 
manner taken into the alimentary 


tract #aome of the filth from one 
who has the disease. Often there 
is @ journey of twenty or fifty 
milea down a river from the place 
where the filth or sewage enters 
the river to the place where the 
diluted seWage is pumped into the 
municipal water supply system. Or 
maybe a friendly fly serves as car- 
rier, Or some oyatera grown in 
polluted water. Of the milk econ- 
taminated by the milkman'a filth 
or that of some recent typhoid pa- 
tient in hia household, Typhoid 
epidemics are therefore a disgrace 
to a community, for they imply a 
common disregard of filthy condl- 
tional, 


Every ao-called 
respiratory infection is due to a 
tranafer of excreta, to give it a 
polite name, from the nose or throat 
of one person to the nose or throat 
of another, Candidly, some one 
epite in your face, politely enough

New pols- 

one were tried, Kach experiment 

failed, The boll weevil crossed 

Texas, reached Loulsiana, made ita 

way into Alabama, Farmers were 

threatened with bankruptcy. Banks 

became alarmed, Cotton was no 

longer king. Plantere were in de- 

apair, The future held only pov- 

erty, and failure for old age, of the 
eotton planters, 


Today these farmers are prepar- 
ing to spend $35,000 in building a 
monument to the very tnaeect that 
they aupposed would ruin them, 
That insect ia looked upon as a 
kind of Providential friend. It 


seema that the over seeene round of 
cotton, year after year, had griev- 
ously injured thelr soil, What the 
land needed waa a rotation in crops 
In despair over their eotton§ the 
farmers tried peanuta.

- Rome, November 23.——_(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Now that details 
of Gabrielle d@’Annunzio’s recent ex- 
Ploit on the Dalmatian coast 
being permitted publication in 
Italian press, after the lapse 
nearly a week, some graphic 
counts of the progress of the in- 
surgent poet's adventure are com- 
mg to light. One narrative by an 
eye-witness who accompanied d’An- 
nunzio on the expedition to Zara 
describes the events of the voyage 


and arrival picturesquely. 


D’Annunzio, says the account, at 
the head of 4 band of one thousand 
men, set.out from Fiume at mid- 
night on November 13, the torpedo 
boat destroyer Nullo leading the 


vessels of the little fleet. n 


At about 8:30 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing, the narrator relates, as d’An- 


‘munzio and his staff stood on the 


deck of the Nullo, eagerly scanning 
the Dalmatian coast for a firs. 
glimpse of Zara, a destroyer was 
observed approaching the Nullo. 


‘The craft was identified as the de- 
stroyer Indomito. 


Where Are You Going?t 
Hefcommander, speaking through 
Admiral 


@ megaphone, said: 

“His excellency, Millo, 
asks where you are going.” 

“I, Gabrielle d’Annunzio, command- 
er of the city of Fiume, am going 
to Zara,” was the thundered re- 
sponse. : 

“All right,” quickly came the re- 


ply. At the same time the sailors 


on the destroyer Indomito waved 
their arms and caps, shouting, “Vi- 
va Italy! Viva d’Annunzio:’ 

The news soon spread in Zara 
@ convoy fiying the flag of 
Kiume was approaching the port. 
All the church bells started ringing 
and the population flocked into the 
streets. 

“Although nobody knew what Ad- 
miral Millo’s course would be, no- 
body seemed to have the least fear 
of the possibility of a conflict, and 
the landing of d’Annunzio and his 
officers gave rise to a noisy demon- 
stration. 

“p’Annunzio appeared absolutely 
transfigured. His followers were 
obliged to struggle to protect him 
from the population, who other- 
wise would have suffocated him. 
Finally an automobile succeeded in 
carrying him to the seat of the 
government, where Admiral Millo 
awaited him. He remained casing 
for half an hour with the admiral, 
after which the latter in d’Annun- 
zio’s presence, ordered Major Buccl, 
his chief of staff, to send a tele- 
gram to the government at Rome 
announcing the arrival of the Fiume 
volunteers and adding that Admiral 
Milla had sworn not to allow a sin- 
gle Italian soldier to leave Dal- 
matia. 

Notable Ovation. 


“When d@’Annunzio, accompanied 
by Admiral Millo and Mayor Zil- 
liotti, and other notables, appeared 
on the terrace overlooking the sea, 
where a body of 800 Zara-volunteers 
had gathered, he received a notable 
ovation, the outburst lasting ten 
minutes. Then d’Annunzio solemn- 
ly presented Admiral Millo as the 
‘first governor of Italian Dalmatia. 

“After a review of the_ troops, 
a@’Annunzio called all his officers to 
him and placed them under the or- 
ders of Admiral Millo, to be com- 
manded by General Oneto, repre- 
senting General Ceccherini. Ad- 
miral Millo announced that he had 
sent a telegram to Rome accepting 
the governorship of Dalmatia in the 
name of the king of Italy. From all 
sides the national hymn was sung 
and the church bells were runfi. In 
the afternoon d@’Anmunzio again 
spoke to the people who were in a 
state of delirium, the poet bejng 
obliged to protect his face from the 
flowers showered upon him. 

“When d’Annunzio was about to 
leave the city some of his most 
enthusiastic admirers raised him on 
their shoulders and carried him in 
procession about the 
streets, followed by clubs and asso- 
eciations bearing flags and singing 
patriotic airs.” 

‘The narrator explains in his ac- 
count that d’Annunzio’s aim in go- 
ing to Zara was to prevent the 
evacuation by the [Italian troops 
on territory included in the pact of 
London. 

Disapproval Expressed. 


Disapproval of Captain d’Annun- 
zio’s expedition against Zara is ex- 
pressed by the entire press of Italy 
Major Giuriati, an Italian officer, 
who has been with the forces along 
the Dalmation coast, has arrived 
here and has distributed to the 
press a statement saying that d’An- 
nunzio’s act Was necessary, because 
he feared Italy would withdraw her 
troops from Zara and leave the 
city at the mercy of the Jugo- 
Slavs.

there was a confusion of voices. 
Then I heard some one say: ‘Get off 
the wire; Washington wants to talk 
with Vice President Marshall; Presi- 
dent Wilson is dead.’ I stopped to 
call the vice president to the tele- 
phone and he asked me to speak for 
him. When I again took up the re- 
ceived there seemed to be no one 
at the other end. I got the long- 
distance operator and told her that 
somebody was calling Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall from Washington and 
asked to have him put back on the 
wire. 

“Long distance then told me that 
nobddy had called Mr. Marshall 
from Washington. I said there must 
be some mistake and asked to speak 
with the night superintendent. The 
voice at the other end of the line 
then answered that she was the 
night chief operator and that she 
was certain nobody had called Vice 
President Marshall from Washing- 
ton.” 


ANSWERS 
PHONE. 


It was C. T. Christian, night en- 
gineer at the Auditorium, who an- 
swered the telephone when the call 
was; first made for Mr. Marshall. 
He called a policeman in uniform, 
who was standing in the lobby of 
the Auditf™rium, and gave him the 
message. The policeman, followed 
by Christian, went through the pas- 
Sageway to the rear of the stage 
and motioned to Mr. Haden, who 
was seated on the stage, and deliv- 
ered the message. 

Mr. Christian gave the following 
account of the conversation which 
he had over the telephone: 

“The man at the other end said 
that he must speak to Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall. I told him that the 
vice president was in the midst of 
his speech and could not be inter- 
rupted. He said it was very impor- 
tant and that he must speak to him 
and added that news had just been 
received from Washington that 
President Wilson was dead and that 
Washington wanted to speak to Mr.

The stock market has 
largely discounted the treaty out- 
come during the past week or more, 
although thére were many who 
hoped against hope up ‘to the last 
that a compromise would be arrived 
at. Now that it has not been reached 
sober thought is undoubtedly 
aroused even among those who have 
been inclined to deal with the doc- 
ument a8 a pawn inthe political, 
game. 

It 18 understood that some adjust- 
ment must be worked out at an 
early date if our foreign relations: 
are not to suffer’ in an economic 
and financial way, to say nothing 
of broader statesmenlike consider- 
ations. Public opinion evidently 
demands positive action on_ the 
treaty, and, strange as it may seem, 
the outcome in congress has con- 
firmed the belief of many in an 
eventual compromise at no distant 


date. 
Continued Liquidation. 


Practically continuous liquidation 
proceeded throughout the week and 
as a result many of the industrial 
shares reached relatively low levels 
of value, even dropping below 
those which were recorded in the 
semi-panic of last week. As was 
to be expected, railroad stocks sym- 
pathized to a very smal] extent in 
the severe decline which the indus- 
trial shares suffered, the reason for 
this, of course, being that the wild 
speculation which has been going 
on for the last several months was 
confined almost entirely to the lat- 
ter, while the shares of the rail- 
road companies have remained at a 
standstill. ‘ 

Southern Pacific, ,however, was 
an exception, due to the unfavorable 
decision of the supreme court in 
the oil land case involving the right 
to 6,100 acres of land in the Elk 
Hills district, California. While 
the decision was, of course, a great 
victory for the government, this 
particular case is not regarded as 
so important as the other land suit 
of the government against the com- 
pany got lg 162,000 acres of oil 
lands which have been valued as 
high as $150,000,000, to which it is 
believed the company has a good 
title. This has already been sus- 
tained by the United States district 
court and it is presumed that it 
will also be by the court of last 
res@rt. 

ith respect to the stock market 
it is realized that the shrinkage 
has been exceedingly severe and 
this in consequence has brought 
many stocks down to levels which 
will. make them inviting to people 
who can afford to put them away 
until there is a return to normal 
conditions. Evidence has not been 
lacking of buying of this sort, al- 
though it is safe to assume that a 
part of the rally which ensued at 
the close of the week was largely ' 
due to the retirement of short com- 
mitments. Recent liquidation has 
benefited the banking situation, but 
not sufficiently so to encourage the 
belief that the banking authorities 
will countenance anything like an- 
other bull campaign for some time 
to come. This need not, however, 
preclude the buying of standard 
shares on such reactions as may 
take place hereafter, but if bought 
for speculative purposes advantage 
of the rallies should be taken to 
sell, 

Tight and Dear Money. 

Throughout the week renewal 
rates for call funds ranged from 8 
to 12 per cent, while at times the 
quoted rate has been materially 
higher than these figures. A dis- 
position has been apparent on the 
part of bankers to supervise their 
market advances very closely, and 
to prevent lines of credit from be- 
coming excessive, Any unusual 
fall for funds has brought an al- 
most immediate reaction to higher 
levels for money, and the conse- 
quence has been that operators 
could rely upon only a relatively 
limited supply of accommodation. 

While it has been urged that on 
some days of declining prices and 


poor distribution rather than lack 
of accommodation, it would appear 
that such faulty distribution was 
only a minor influence and that the 
more important effect was exert- 
ed by the actual disposition of the 
banks to limit their advances. The 
reserve percentage of the feder- 
al reserve system as reported at the 
beginning the week was slightly 
higher than that of the week ear- 
lier, while athe percentage of the 
federal’ reserve bank of New York 
rose more than 2 per cent. 

This improvement was meager 
when the effort of the preceding 
week to reduce the loan account is. 
considered, and accordingly one re- 
port instead of serving to relax tle 
effort to curtail loans has probably 
increased it. Higher rates in for- 
eign countries have paralleled our 
own advance in rediscount rates 
while the increased charge for call 
money has been reflected in a mark-. 
ing up of time funds nad some in- 
crease in the rates for commercial 
paper. This is a situation which 
holds out but little immediate pros- 
pect for change, although better 
conditions are hoped for after ‘the 
turn of the yeart.” 

Railroad and Trade Financing. 

Handicaps to the market have 
been afforded by the slowness of 
congress in dealing with important 
questions now before it relating to 
railroad and trade financing. After 
adopting the Esch railroad bill on 
the 17th the house of representa- 
tives aged while the senate is 
so closely occupied with other mat- 
ters that the disposal of this bill 
in any form is evidently deferred 
= toward the close of Decem- 

er. 

A very serious question must be 
considered to exist with respect to 
the possibility of passing a railroad 
measure in any complete form be- 
fore the end of the year, when the 
lines go back to private ownership, 
the prospects apparently favoring 
incomplete action of some kind, at- 
tempted tentatively to bridge over 
the immediate problem, pending the 
lapse of sufficient time to allow the 
a pption of a complete measure. 

Disappointment was expressed in 
financial circles quite generally be- 
cause of the failure of congress to 
act upon the Edge bill before ad- 
journment. A favorable conference 
report was presented to both houses 
on November 17. but action was 
suspended until after the return of 
the two houses earlv in December. 
This, of course, effectually ost- 
pones action until a much ater 
date, since no further steps can be 
taken toward the organization of 
foreign trade financing corpora- 
tions pending the actual signature 
of the measure in its complete

Last Week Marked Fur- 
ther Advance to Normal, 


After Belated Liquida-|

New York, ‘November 23.—Stocks 
made further recoveries last week

monly attributed to belated liqui- 
dation from out of town sources, 
where the impact of the early re- 
versals seemed to create less set- 
tlements or readjustment of specu- 


lative accounts. 
Here, as well.as at all other re- 
serve centers, there was manifested 


lan: earnest disposition to carry ‘out 


the injunction of the federal re- 
serve board against a continuance 
of. extravagant trading. As a reé- 
suit business diminished percepti- 
bly, with corresponding reduction of 
loans. } 

As a further curb on reckless 
dealings, it is the fixed opinion of 
well informed financial interests 
that money will remain relatively 
high for rest of year. This ton- 
dition it is believed applies to time 
accommodation and commercial dis- 
counts, as well as to call loans, 
With the partial passing of the 
monetary crisis more attention was 
devoted to older international and 
domestic economic problems. Re- 
jection of the peace treaty caused 
another set-back in exchange on 
London, Paris and other important 
centers to new points of depre- 
ciation, with only moderate rallies. 

The deadlock in the coal strike 
situation was regarded as a serious 
obstacle to the readjustment of 
home affairs. Further curtailment 
of transportation facilities and sus- 
pension of various industries were 
reported as a result of the greater 
scarcity of fuel. . ‘ 

In a survey of. general business 
conditions, mercantile agencies re- 
ported a greater demand for fabri- 
cated steel and: iron at higher 
prices. In other leading lines of 
industry, however, notably textiles 
and leathers abatement of recent 
high pressure and slight: reduction 
of prices was noted. 


COMMODITY MARKET 
CONTINUES ADVANCE 


Little or no check to the rising 
trend of commodity prices is dis- 
cernible, there being 42 advances 
this week in the 313 quotations re- 
ceived by Dun’s Review, as against 
80 recessions. Somewhat erratic 
conditions prevailed in the grain. 

arkets early in the week, corn 
then failing to share in the upward 
tendency of quotations of oats, rye 
and barely, and later on, owing to 
expectations of heavier’ receipts, 
corn became relatively easy. 

In live meats, beef and hogs 
weakened, but sheep strengthened, 
as a result of some increase in de- 
mand. Provisions showed little 
change, but the tone was reaction- 
ary. Dairy articles were conspicu- 
ous for unusual buoyancy, the best 
eges rising to the highest point on 
record, while the finest grades of 
butter scored a substantial rise, re- 
flecting an active consumptive de- 
mand for choice stock, and com- 
paratively light receipts. 

Iron and steél products are stead- 
ily growing stronger, but the move- 
ments in the minor metals were 
without special significance. The 
reaction in the raw cotton market 
appears to have checked the ad- 
vancing tendency of the manufac- 
tured goods, while easier price con- 
ditions still prevail in hides and 
leather. 


Current Coal Out put. 


Soft coal producticn for the week 
ending November & dropped to 3,- 
477,000 tons, or only 28 per cent of 
that in the last week preceding the 
strike, according to Bradstreet’s. 
Adding to this the 1,972,000 tons of 
anthracite coal produced, the coun- 
try’s total output of coal in that 
week was 5,449,000 tons, 
$6.4 per cent over the maximum 
weeklv coal output. This compares 
with 7.095.000 tons of bituminous 
and 1,272,000 tons of anthracite pro- 
duced in the first week of April this 
year, when coal putput was rather 
light. Against the output of 8,277,000 
tons of both kinds of coal in the 
first week of April the output in the 
first week of November of 5,449.000 
tons does not look so small. The 
‘big difference between the situation 
in April and now, however, is that 
there was a good deal of coal on 
hand in April and we are now en- 
tering, not as then, emerging from 
winter. In the like week a year 
ago there was produced 1,587,000 
tons of anthracite and 10,381,000 
tons of bituminous coal, a total of 
11,986,000 tons.

it has, however, been very greatly 
retarded by the continued decline 
of exchange gqotatitnos. Sterling 
has gone as low as $4 or less, while 
francs, lire and marks have made 
record low quotations. The effect 
has been to discourage banks from 
extending accommodation which in- 
volved their carrying any consid- 
erable quantitis of bills stated in 
these currencies, while at the same 
time investors have been inclined to 
hesitate in advancing funds which 
would be collateraled by securitie 
or properties stated in monies whose 
exchange at these low figures tends 
fluctuating. es 

In and.of itself, the quotation of 
exchangee at thes low figures tends 
to add to the high cost of American 
goods, since the practice is becom- 
ing more and more general of re- 
quiring a foreigner to pay in dollars 
their equivalent at a fixed rate. 
The prospects of an unfavorable 
situation in foreign exchange thus 
greatly increased the unsatisfactori- 
ness of the trade outlook. 

At the same time they suggest 
the necessity of very great caution 
in purchasing foreign currencies as 
an investment or speculative opera- 
tiion. Those who have been carry- 
ing large lines of sterling, lire and 
other currencies against the advice 
of experts may have to wait a long 
time before recovering the value 
of their investment. 

Uneertain Outlook. 

The uncertainty of the outlook 
internationally is > gah by con- 
siderable industria uncertainty 
growing out of the coal strike and 
the increasing acuténess of coal 
Shortage in many productive dis- 
tricts. While there has been some 
decrease in the surface manifesta- 
tions of labor unrest no material 
change in the underlyine conditions 
can be said to have taken place. 

Taken all in all the markets is 
undoubtedly facing a period in 
which extra caution must be ob- 
served pending the development of 
a more clear cut money situation 
and the adjustment of the itarge 
problems of public policy which are 
demanding settlement

New York, November 23.—Demand 
for steel is heavy and there is con- 
siderable inquiry for the first half 
of 1920, but mills are reluctant to 
commit themselves, though the la- 
bor situation continues to improve. 

Prices have not changed, but the 
market is firmer in keeping with 
higher costs of basic materials. Ex- 
port business is abeyance pending 
credit adjustments. 

Iron production is not increasing 
in proportion to consumption and 
prices have advanced $1. to $2 for 
nearly all standard grades. Fur- 
naces try to satisfy customers by 
parceling out limited supplies. East- 
ern Pennsylvania is so far sold that 


northern consumers are taking 
southern iron and paying freight 
premiums. Coke is easier at the 
moment, but the coal situation looks 
serious. 

Copper is dull and easy. Produc- 
ers have been offering freely and 
the price has declined from 20% 
cents during the week. No busi- 
ness has been done in a large way. 

The output of lead is increasing, 
but there is no accumulation and 
the market is strong. : 

Zine is easy for first quarter, East 
St. Louis delivery. Demand is 
quiet, but consumers are expected 
to enter the market soon. Low 
rates of foreign exchange have 
brought export trade to a stand- 
still. 

Tin has not advanced with Lon- 
don and the straits because of heavy 
deliveries following the conclusion 
of the harbor strike. Nearly all 
this tin has been sold to consumers. 

Antimony is strong and in good 
demand.

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Washington, November 23.—Sec- 
rétary Glass tonight forecast a4 
further reduction in monthly de- 
ficits of the treasury over the Oc- 
tober record and announced ‘that on 
December 1 the semi-monthly is- 
sues of treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness and tax certificates 
would be resumed. 

While rates on call money have 
been soaring, and the situation in 
financial centers has been the oc- 
casion of some concern, treasury 
officials point with satisfaction to 
the reduction of government securi- 
ties held by banking institutions 
during the last five months. In 
that period, Mr. Glass’ figures show- 
ed, war bonds and indebtedness 
certificates held by financial houses 
dropped $25,406,000. Meanwhile 
also, the nation’s debt fell to $26,- 
210,905,000, or a net reduction of 
$385,000,000 from its highest mark 
from the end of August, 

The reduction in the country’s 
debt resulted largely from the in- 
crease in treasury receipts through 
the sales of war materials. De- 
crease in current expenditures also 
aided materially. 

The new series of indebtedness 
certificates to be issued will bear 
date of December 1 and be pay- 
able on February 16, 1920. The 
interest rate will be 4% per cent. 
Tax certificates to be issued at the 
same time at the same interest 
rate, will be payable March 15, 
1920 or on the date on which a tax 
installment is due. 

The total amount of indebtedness 
certificates outstanding on the

The Amazon valley is said to be 
the greatest undeveloped region in 
the world today; on every side 
there are natural resources, of im- 
mense value, with commercial pos- 
sibilities, which are as yet un- 
ouched. ‘The soil is said to be 
e€xtraordinarily fertile. The forests 
offer woods in inexhaustible varie- 
ty, many of them cabinet woods of 
rare value. Of vegetable oil nuts, 
& tenth part only is known to the 
outside world. Resins, gums, spices, 
medicinal plants, fibers abound, in 
infinite variety. Kapok grows 
along the banks of most of main 
rivers, but not a pound of it is ex- 
ported to the United States, al- 
though America imported 7,000, 000 
pounds last year from far away 
Java. There are mineralized areas 
Said to contain coal, iron, gold, sil- 
ver and precious metals of many 
kinds. They have not yet beén pros- 
pected. 

Look for Close Relations. 

Many merchants up river, with 

whom the Associated Press corre- 
spondent spoke, in Iquitos, Manaos, 
Fonte Boa, Itacoatiara, Obidos, San- 
tarem and Monte Alegre, look for 
close business relations with the 
United States. They point out that 
foreign financial and technical as- 
Sistance and machinery are neces- 
sary to help develop the immense 
resources of the valley, and they be- 
lieve they are more likely to receive 
help from the United States than 
from any other of the great pow- 
ers. There is a strongly pro-Ameri- 
can feeling in Brazil. 
The principal.stores in the towns 
of Obidos and Santarem, for. in- 
stance, are displaying highly col- 
ored posters depicting Uncle Sam 
arrayed in stars amd stripes smok- 
ing a certain cigarette of native 
manufacture, a contented smile on 
his genial face. In another store a 
shoe mede in Brazil had the Ameri- 
can flag aS a trade-mark. The use 
of our flag in such a manner would. 
of course, be officially frowned 
upon in the United States, but the 
use of it in a South American coun- 
try may be regarded as a hopeful 
sign of the times, pregnant of good 
for the future commercial _ rela- 
tions between our countries. It is 
eloquent of the absence of any anti- 
American feeling such as once ex- 
isted in many Latin-American coun- 
tries, that manufacturers here 
should consider Uncle Sam “good 
advertising.” 


“Atlantian” Calls 
For Enforcement 
Of the “Dry” Law 


‘The November copy of “The At- 
lantian,” a monthly publication 
published by The Atlantian Pub- 
lishing company, is an especially 
attractive issue. It appears as a 
Thanksgiving edition, and is filled 
with editorials and other high-class 
reading matter. It also’ carries 
quite a bunch of neatly- paces 
display advertising. 

Two intensely interesting edito- 
rials on present-day topics are 
“Prohibition and Law Enforce- 


ment” and “The Coal Strike.” In 
these timely articles some very in- 
teresting views are expressed on 
these much-discussed subjects. 

The article on prohibition law en- 
forcement deplores the willful vio- 
lation of these laws by “greedy 
men, Many conscienceless men, 
many men who have no conception 
of what democratic government 
means and who care nothing for any 
goverrmment that in any way con- 
flicts with their base passion.” 

Voicing the sentiments of the 
policy of the paper, the editorial on 
the coal strike says, in part: 

“To say that men who find their 
pay’ unequal to paying their neces- 
sary expenses: shall be denied the 
right of peaceably laying down 
their toots is to deny everything for 
which this republic is supposed to 
stand, and that attitude cannot be 
justified before God or the judg- 
ment of history.”

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1S. RULE GOOD 
FOR PORTO RICO 


Remarkable Progress Has 
Marked the Twenty 
Years of Administration 
by American Govern- 
ment. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, November 24. 
(By the Associated Press.)—-Progress 
has marked the first twenty years of 
American administration in Porto 
Rico, in the opinion of Governor Ar- 
thur Yager. The changes have been 
so remarkable, he adds, as to he 
without parallel. 

These twenty years of American 
administration ended in April last. 
In a statement reviewing them. 
Governor Yager says: 

“These two decades of progress 
made by Porto Rico under the Amer- 
ican flag taken all together consti- 
tutesa record which 1 believe can- 
not be equalled by any people any- 
Where in the world in the same 
length of time. It is a record cred- 
itable alike to the Porto Rieans 
themselves and to the great free re- 
public to which they owe allegiance. 
Much of it is due to the-liberality 
and generous aid of the _ great 
American government and people, 
but most of. the credit is due to the 
splendid co-operation of the Porto 
Ricans themselves. Without their 
co-operation little of this progress 
could have been made, but the peo- 
ple of the island have eagerly avail- 
ed themselves of every opportunity 
them for improvement, Without pa 
triotic devotion to their island and 
with real aspiration for progress, 
they have made a quick response to 
all the changes that were necessary 
for development. In politics and 
goverment, in education, in commer- 
in social and moral 
improvement, they have offered their 
co-operation and aid to the forces 
that have made for betterment. 


Best Augury for Future. 


“This is the simple truth as to the 
past, and this is the bes taugury 
for the future. It seems easy to 
predict that, barring untoward and 
unexpected events, the next two de- 
cades will see even more wonder- 
ful progress and development.” 

Just twenty years ago—aApril, 1899 
—by the ratification of the Treaty 
of Paris, between the United States 
and Spain, Porto Rico became def- 
initely American terrtory and the 
“responsbility for the government 
and progress of the island became 
definitely ours,” the governor points 
out. 

“In the twenty years that have 
elapsed the changes that have been 
made are so many and so important 
every line of 
human improvement and achieve- 
ment has been so remarkable that it 
may be worth while to make a brief 
survey in retrospect of what has 
been accomplished.” 

Almost every sphere of human life 
and work, the governor says, has 
béen completely metamorphosed and 
probably the most striking evidence 
of these changes are shown in the 
public improvements of the island 
and the development of the system 
of public education. 

“In the twenty years under Amer- 
ican administration a public, debt 
has been created, which at the pres- 
ent time is a little over more than 
$10,000,000," says the governor. “On 
the other hand permanent public 
improvements have been built which 
are of lasting benefit to all of the 
people both for the present and for 
the future.”’ 

Against the public debt of $10,056,. 
000 there have been expenditures 
for permanent public improvements 
amounting to $15,626,386—or ,more 
than $1.50 in permanent improve- 
ments for each $1 of debt. This in- 
cludes expenditures of $6,490,982 for 
roads and bridges, $4,218,404 tor 
public buildings and $4,917,000 for an 
irrigation system. The cost of many 
minor improvements including mu- 
nicipal -water works, sewers and 
lightng systems, the insular tele- 
graph and other items, aggregating 
many millions of dollars, are not in- 
cluded in these figures, although 
much of the municipal indebtedness 
is included in the pubic debt. 

No Room For Graft Charges. 

“In the face of a statement like 
this,” says the governor, “there is no 
room for charges of graft or waste 
Or extravagance,” and he points out 
that there are many larger countries 
today having four times the public 
debt and not half so much f° show 
for the money. 

Educational conditions ‘oday 
when compared with 20 years ago 
are characterized as gratifying al- 
though, when compared with what 
is to be desired, as still depressing. 
There has been created in Porto 
Rico a modern, democratic school 
system offering free education to 
the children of the island. Asa re- 
sult of this system of instruction 
the percentage of adult illiteracy 
has been reduced from 79.9 in 1899 
to less than 60 per cent in 1919. 

In 1899 there were 21,873 children 
attending schools as compared with 
160,794 children in 1919-20. The 
number of teachers has increased 
from 525 to 2,984.. There were no 
pabite school buildings 20 years ago. 

ow there are 529. The expenditure 
for schools 20 years ago was $288,- 
098 and for 1918-19 the school ap- 


y propriation was $2,467,703. 


“Above all the variety and char- 
acter of the education, the _ spirit 
and quality of the work done in the 
schools has been broadened, mod- 
ernized and liberalized in Accordance 
with the standards and ideals of the 
twentieth century,” asserts Gover- 
nor Yager. 

In 1899 there were 160 miles of 
completed insular roads, now the 
island has 718 miles of roads. 

Laws and procedure of the courts 
have been so completely. changed 
the governor asserts, as to leave few 
of the old Spanisn practices unal- 
tered. The courts are now admin- 
istering practically, an American 

system of justice. 

The publie¢ health service has been 

— up and health conditions “tre- 
mé@ndously improved.” A modern 
system of taxation has been de- 
veloped. Wages are declared to 
have been increased and the condi- 
tion of labor much improved. 

“The large floating municipal 
debt, which in 1901 amounted to 
$501,128, has completely disappear- 
ed,” says the gzovernor, “and now all 
the municipalities close their finan- 
ms each year with cash 


| jaW, 


surpluses on hand, while during the 
earlier period only debits remained,” 
Moral Stunmuards tuievated. 

“The geneéial life of tne people 
shows even preater evidence of 
progress during tnese tWenty event- 
iul years. Cuolmmerce and wpusiness 
aave peen Compictely revulutionized 
and immensely increased, social aud 
uomestic lie improved and the mor- 
al standards much elevated. Many 
of the WOiSst Vices, SuCN as Zamuling 
and the use of aicuonolic veverages, 
whicu in the earlier period were 
openiy practiced and recoguizeu wy 
nave been Pprunibvited vy siat- 
uleS enacted by the representatives 
vI the people. 

“ane imiunenuse increase 
irial buSimess can in part be indi- 
cated Dy the increase in foreign 
vusiness Which tas risen from $li,- 
vVZ,1US in 19V¥1l to §141,890,4U0 in 
1919. 

“As to political progress, if we 
put aside tne wriet perivu of autono- 
iMistic PBOVe:vaiInent Which never pot 
into tnorough operation, so tliat 
we Will never know how it might 
nave worked, there was under Span- 
ish regime no democratic povein- 
sanent and no local sell-woVe: nment. 
NOW after twenty years the govern- 
ment of the isiaud is both entireiy 
uemocratic and in the main iocaily 
controlled and responsipdie to the 
people. And this is true not only ot 
tne political institutions Sucn as 
the iegislalure and the municipal 
counciis and other ofticials electea 
by the people, but practically the 
entire peisonnel who do the work 
of government are native sons and 
daughters of the island. Out OF 0,Yv5 
positions in the government service, 
only Zu8 are held Dy those who are 
not natives of the country and of 
these 2U8 there are 148 teachilig po- 
sitions filled mostiy by teachers of 
inglish and technical subjects. In 
1913 there were 769 non-natives in 
the government service. 

“Just as fast as the Porto Rican 
people could be prepared and trained 
in the difficult art of self-govern- 
minent, their local. government has 
been handed over to them. Only a 
few safeguards which seem .neces- 
sary to protect the island itself 
from the inexperience and lack of 
preparation for a large part of its 
own voters have been retained in 
the national government, and these 
also will be given to the people of 
the island as soon as the work of 
education and training can be made 
more universal and complete.”

Dr. Moreno was one of the fore- 
most Argentians. He was a noted 
South a uivtions explorer, a widely 
prolific writer and a man of the 
strenuous lfe, often compared to 
Theodore Roosevelt, who was one of 
his. friends.

Great Reception 
Given Lady Astor 
ByPlymouth Folk 


By Hayden Church. 

London, November 22.—(Special.) 
One of the most remarkable displays 
of British friendship for an Ameri- 
can that probably ever have been 
given is irresistibly recalled by the 
transformation of the erstwhile Mrs. 
Waldorf Astor into Viscountess 
Astor, of Hever castle, through the 
death of her father-in-law, William 
Waldorf Astor. 

The seene of it was Plymouth, the 
historic English town, whose namvwe 
the pilgrim fathers took for their 
new world home, and the date May 
31 of this year. There were two 
famous American “Nancies” at Ply- 
mouth that day; one of them was 
she who is now Lady Astor, who 
hegan life as Miss Nancy Langhorne 
and is one of the five beautiful 
daughters of Chiswell D. Long- 
horne, of Virginia, another of whom 
married Charles Dana Gioson and is 
said to be the original of his fantous 
Gibson “Girl,” ‘ 

The other “Nancy” at Plymouth 
was the NC-4, the United States 
naval seaplane which, piloted by 
Commander Read, was the first air- 
craft to fly the Atlantic. Of these 
two Nancies it is hard to say which 
received the more enthusiastic 
greeting from the folks of the his- 
toric seaport and naval base.

records the departure of the Pil- 
grim. fathers in 1620, received Ply- 
mouth’s official welcome from the 
lips of its venerable mayor, array- 
ed in his picturesque scarlet robes 
and wearing his golden chain of 
office. Then a procession was form- 
ed and the gallant fliers, in an open 
carriage, drove, followed by other 
notabilities in other carriages ands 
automobiles, up the hill that leads 
to famous Plymouth Hoe, to be the 
guests at luncheon of the Royal air 
force at the leading hotel of the 
town. : 
Triumphal Progress. 

The progress through the streets 
was a triumphal ene, needless tv 
say. But the noses of Commander 
and his companions might 
have been put just a little out of 
joint had they been witnesses of 
the extraordinary ovation—ex- 
traordinary is the only word for it— 
that was accorded to the other 
“Nancy.” Jn one of the carriages, 
well up in the procession, twa 
quietly-dressed women, one of them 
exceedingly attractive, were sitting, 
and as soon as the crowd, particu- 
larly the feminine portion of it, 
caught sight of the more notable of 
the twain it just simply went crazy. 

Women and girls, many of the 
former with babies in their arms, 
broke through the police cordon 
that lined the street, surrounded the 
carriage in which the two ladies 
were sitting, shouting friendly 
fsreetings to the one who was quite 
evidently their idol, and as many of 
them as could manage it pressed 
forward and shook her hand. Oth- 
ers, leaning perilously out of third- 


| story windows, gave cheers for her 


and shouted compliments, still oth- 
ers flung flowers into her carriage. 
“Lady Bountiful.” 

For a few seconds the represen- 
tatives of the American press, who 
were in an automobile just behind 
the favored carriage, were entirely 
mystified by the scene, most of us 
not being aware who was just im 
front of us. Then we recognized 
her as Mrs. Waldorf Astor, and it 
was perfectly plain. Ever since 1911 
Lady Astor’s husband, hitherto Ma- 
jor the Hon. Waldorf Astor, has 
represented Plymouth in the house

terest and ever since his election 
the former Nancy Langhorne has 
been a real “Lady Bountiful” to 
the poor and needy of the place. 
This was how they thanked her, 


the girl and women of this’ “mean 
street’ for it was through a some- 
what .dingy, working class thor- 
oughfare Ae the water front tnac 
the “Nancy” procession threaded its 
way at the beginning of its tri- 
umphant progress.

Obviously she was on terms of per- 
sonal friendship with most of them 
and it was wonderful to see this 
American daughter-in-law of an 
Uunglish nobleman and millfonaire 
waving and calling up to the wom- 
eninthethird story windows, pat- 
ting the heads of the nearest babies 
and giving the heartiest of grips to 
every extended hand that she could 
reach. 

And how they did cheer and ap-

ences Of many royal “progresses” 
and welcomes to victorious generals 
and other popular idols. I doubt if

Everybody who Knows the newly- 
made Lady Astor agrees that she is 
a “good sort” and “one of the 
best,” as they say in this country, 
and it is probable that she infinite- 
ly prefers herreputat'onas such to 
that which she ‘also enjoys as one 
of the handsomest, most cultured 
ind wittiest of the American women 
in English society and as one of 
the best horsewomen, among other 
things, on.this side of the Atlantic.

publie-spirited husband a _ viscount 
and herself a peeress of the realm, 
but as-it happens I am able, through

American peer and peeress. 

Both are Christian Scientists, 
and one heard that Lady Astor en- 
joyed nothing more than engaging 
in good-humored arguments, in 
which she spoke her mind with en- 
tertaining frankness, with the doc- 
tors at the big military hospital 
at Cliveden, her husband’s stately 
home near the Thames, on the com- 
parative healing powers of meati- 
cine and “Science.” Lady Astor 
also shares her husband’s views as 
an ardent temperance reformer and, 
svon after the outbreak of the war, 
they followed the lead set by King 
George and the late Lord Kitchener 
and decreed that no intoxicants 
should be served at their table. 

Strangely enough, Viscount and 
Viscountess Astor were born @mn the 
same day, May 19, 1879. They were 
married in 1906 and received from 
the then William Waldorf/Astor as 
a wedding present the magnificent 
Cliveden domain—mansion and 
estate alike among the finest in 
England—which he had purchased 
from the lake Duke of Westmin- 
ster. A sequel to this purchase, 
by the way, was a not over-digni- 
fied struggle between the duke and 
the American millionaire for the 
visitors’ book at Cliveden, which 
contains Charles I.’s signature 
among others. The duke got it and 
Astor, so the story goes, gave a 
peremptory order that his grace’s 
name was not to appear again in 
The Pall Mall Gazette, of which 
Astor was the proprietor. As the 
duke insisted on winning races like 
the Derby this proved rather awk- 
ward and the rule had on occasion 
to be waived. /

while the world was involved in 
conflict life there was of the sim- 
plest. “No table in England, not 
even the poorest,” remarked one 
frequently a guest at Cliveden to 
me, “meets every requiremnt of 
the food restrictions more rigidly 
than the Astors. 

The big war hospital at Cliveden 
was built on ground given by Lady 
Astor and she later added another 
to a long list of Kindly acts by 
giving'a house and grounds in 
Scotland to be uSedas a rest home 
for tired war nurses. Every day 
she went to the Cliveden hospital 
to help with the nursing and half 
the flowers and fruit from the 
Cliveden hothouse was sent there 
regularly. Hundreds of “patients” 
were also taken for motor drives 
through the lovely’ surrounding 
country by Lady Astor,

$8,612,057.10 Wanted 
From Shipping Board 
By Gulf Refining Co. 


Houston, Texas, November 23.— 
Claiming $8,612,057.10 as “conse- 
quential damages” ‘suffered by it 
by reason of the taking over of its 
vessels during the war, the Gulf 
Refining company has filed suit in 
the United States court of claims 
to recover this amount from the 
shipping board, according to infor- 
mation received here today from 
Washington. 

Of the sum claimed $700,000 is for 
“damages through forced cessa- 
tion of its sales” and $3,690,000 for 
“damages due to forced cessation 
of imports of Mexican crude oil.” 
The balance is for the hire of six 
steamers requisitioned. 

The suit is declared to be the re- 
sult of the refusal of the shipping 
board to grant the claims of the 
Culf Refining company and of the 
refusal of the company to accept 
settlement upon the return of their 
vessels on the basis laid down by 
the shipping board under the pol- 
icy as outlined by John Barton 
Payne, chairman of the shipping 
board, providing “just compensa- 
tion” to shipowners and disregard- 
ing their claims of “consequential 
damages.”

I went to a meeting of 22,000 
Poles in Chicago. Paderewski pre- 
sided and spoke an hour to an audi- 
ence that hung on his every word 
and new and then burst into de- 
lirious applause. Paderewski spoke 
with slow deliberation, paused be- 
tween each sentence, showed not 
the fiery passion in manner one at- 
tributed to Poles, but an almost 
frigid self-restraint, all of which 
added immensely to the impressive- 
ness of the words of vehement elo- 
quence—as I gathered—in which 
the speech was clothed. 

I spent from 10 o’clock till 2 in 
the mourning with Paderewski and 
his fellow Poles after the meeting. 
that night stands out in a memory

Paderewski is one of the greatest 
linguists of the world, and every

I am glad to add that one of his 
first woids to me was an expression 
of sympathy for Ireland and or hope 
that she would soon obtain the right 
to govern herself. Dmowski, anoth- 
er great figure in Bolish life, is of 
quite a different type. Little known 
to those outside Polish life, Dmow- 
ski is known to every Pole in every 
country where that scattered race 
finds a dwelling place. Dmowski 
has been in almost every part of 
the world. He has lived at various 
Warsaw, Petrograd, Paris, 
London, New York, Chicago, Rome, 
even Tokio. 

Called Secret Conventions. 

He has been in jail, has traveled 
in disguise under assumed names 
with a Russian rope or a Russian 
jail threaening shis every step. He 
gathered secret conventions of Poles 
in the capitals of Russia, Austria 
and Germany under the very noses 
of the ubiquitous police and the 
gigantic spy system of these three 
great powers. 

If ever a man devoted himself to 
a great purpose, to the abandon- 
ment of everything else in life, it 
is Dmowski. He intended to be a 
lawyer, but he never practiced law. 
He has never tried to make a dol- 
lar in business. «He has carried this 
absolute devotion tov~his ideal of a 
liberated Poland to the extent of 
casting aside all appeals to man’s 
love of woman, children and home, 
remaining a celibate in lodgings, in 
the conviction that the duties~of 
husband and father would interfere 
with his concentration of purpose 
on freeing his country. Some Poles 
speck of Dmowski as a kind of lay 
monk. The only money he ever 
earned was by his pen, and his pes 
only dwelt with the work of Polish 
propaganda. He might have had 
any office the Russian government 
had at its disposal in the days of 
Russian supremacy. 

The veriest muckraker might also 
search through every one of his 
d°-vs without finding a single scan- 
dal that might arm the blackmailer 
or prurient with a weapon against 
this man’s spotless lift. 

No Plaster-of-Paris Saint. 


Do not form from these particu- 
lars an image of a plaster-of-paris 
saint or .a Pecksnifilan puritan. 
Dmowski is a most genial man, in- 
dulgent, broad-minded, with a keen 
sense of humor, with compassion or 
amusement in contemplating the 
little follies and foibles of the aver- 
age man that his solemn dedication 
to his country’s cause compelled 
him to renounce. 

His culture is extraordinarily 
wide; indeed, it was as a man of 
science determined to cultivate that 
neglected side of the cultural life of 
his own country that Dmowski 
started. He devoted himself in 
Warsaw university as a young stu- 
dent to biological studies and con- 
templated further studies in Paris 
and in other great centers of bio- 
logical studies. 

He might well have ended as an- 
other Pasteur or Lister, but for the 
coincidence that the. centenary of 
the proclamation of the new Polish 
constitution in 1792 came just when 
he was completing his university 
studies. That proclamation marked 
the passage of Poland from its an- 
cient, autocratic, clumsy, impossible 
constitution, with an elective king 
and omnipotent minority and othe1 
weaknesses, which contributed 
largely to Poland's partition by per- 
petuating and even enforcing Po- 
land’s internal dissensions. 
Orreanized Despairing Countrymen. 

Dmowski saw in this anniversary 
a splendid opportunity for reviving 
that united movement for ultimate- 
ly recreating Poland and her imme- 
diate resurrection from the condi- 
tion of impotent despair mong 
good Poles and cowardly submission 
and eternal servitude to three great 
powers among bad Poles, which 
then constituted Poland’s political 
geome position. 

After his fashion Dmowski work- 
ed secretly. for a whisper would 
have brought’) the Russian govern- 
ment down on the movement, and 
before Russia was able to take any 
steps, Dmowski had already created 
a vast organization, and all prepa- 
rations were made for a public cel- 
ebration of the historic centenary 
in the streets of Warsaw.

What is the remarkable man like? 
He is of middle height with a well- 
knit, robust body, without spare 
flesh, but apparently with muscles 
of iron and nerves of ster. His face 
is somewhat short, squared and tleain- 
shaven, except for a slight mus- 
tache. The eyes are his most re- 
markable feature; they are very 
large, very open, with. a curiously 
steady, penetrating, tranquil gaze. 
They are so striking even when he 
is silent that they seem to speak. 
With all their impression of stern 
and continual concentration, power- 
ful will and powerful mind, they 
have an equally constant gleam of 
almost quizzieal good humor. He 
has the Polish love for a cigarette 
and smokes incessantly; it is his 
only self-indulgence. 

Dmowski must hang on in Paris 
till all the outstanding questions 
before the peace conference are set- 
tled, but Poland awaits him impa- 
diate future of Poland’s home poli- 
tics. What position will he occupy, 
prime minister or president of the 
republic, or powerful, impartial by- 
stander, lending his enormous pres- 
tige, his magnificent mind, to such 
men and such politics as he thinks 
best for the fuiure of his beloved 
country?
